Fighting to keep our seniors 

Didsbury joins other rural municipalities in the struggle to break down seniors housing barrier

Didsbury is losing its seniors to a 
provincial government decision that has 
local politicians frustrated to the point 
they’re even considering a form of priva¬ 
tized seniors housing to get them back. 

Seniors looking for a room in Aspen 
Ridge Lodge are continually being turned 
away and forced to seek accommodation 
away from the familiar. 

It may be an ugly situation, but it’s no 
surprise. 

Alarms started sounding six months 
ago when the provincial government 
announced it was changing its seniors 
housing priority rating forms to put more 
emphasis on income and none on resi¬ 
dency. 

Doreen Wilson, CAO of Mountain View 
Seniors Housing (MVSH), was particular¬ 
ly concerned with the criteria shift. 

“If someone has lived in a community 
all their life, why shouldn’t they be able 
to go to a lodge in that community?" she 
said. 

Now Town council is joining Wilson in 
her quest for answers. 


Mayor Dorothy Moore called the situa¬ 
tion “appalling" and mused that a “more 
private situation”, might be the way to 
go. 

“There might be a lot of options that 
Seniors Housing might be able to look 
at,” she said. 

With Didsbury and other area munici¬ 
palities, along with the county, all seeing 
a 10 per cent requisition increase to fund 
seniors lodges, the consensus is that the 
money should go to local seniors. 

“Lodges in a particular area are meant 
to help people in that area,” said council¬ 
lor Bob Davidson. 

“This is not acceptable to communities 
that are trying to support their own sen¬ 
iors.” 

According to Councillor Stan Neufeld, 
who sits on the MVSH board, requisitions 
from the county and municipalities 
matches government funding. 

“So really, they have no more say in the 
matter,” he said. 

“But they’re the ones who manage the 
criteria and they just basically forced it 
upon Seniors Housing.” 

As the organization looks to build a 
new multi-million dollar lodge in Olds, to 


be funded in large part by the towns and 
county, councillors are asking why they’d 
want to build a lodge that wouldn’t even 
house its residents. 

Davidson called the new rating system 
“extreme" 

“Residency should stay as a key com¬ 
ponent and it should not be restricted,” 
he said, but was at a loss for a solution to 
the problem. 

Neufeld said at MVSH’s last meeting a 
couple of weeks ago, its members were 
just as lost. 

“We kind of all just sat around the table 
looking at each other, thinking, what can 
we do?" he said 

“Everybody’s frustrated with it, it’s just 
there’s no action other than just being 
rebellious that we can take." 

But Mayor Moore said she’s not ready 
to give up the fight just yet. 

“Actually we have support from all the 
rural areas,” she said. 

As the Southern municipality president 
of the Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association (AUMA), she plans to bring 
the issue forward at the next meeting. 

Councillor Brian Wittal said, if nothing 
else, bringing it forward to the AUMA 


will at least “illuminate” the situation. 

Back in June, Alberta Seniors and 
Community Supports spokesperson 
Robert Storrier said the change was nec¬ 
essary to deal with a huge seniors hous¬ 
ing crunch in the province. 

“When you’re looking at a finite num¬ 
ber of spaces to try to fit people in, you 
have to determine what’s the best 
match,” he said. 

Storrier said the government does rec¬ 
ognize the concerns, and that the ideal 
solution would be to relieve the housing 
shortage, but in the meantime, low to 
moderate income should be put at the 
top of the list. 

“It falls in line with all government pro¬ 
grams, in that they make sure those with 
the most need are given priority," he said. 

“The new forms allow us to determine 
that need to make the best fit.” 

With Alberta’s aging population expect¬ 
ed to grow by over 40 per cent in the next 
10 years, the problem could only get 
worse. Storrier said the decision to 
adjust the priority rating system was not 
taken lightly and was developed after 
extensive consultation with the provin¬ 
cial housing association. 
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Didsbury was a party town last week 
when more than 2,000 people came out 
to share the Christmas joy and see 
Canada's most special train.

Didsbury was lit up with holiday spir¬ 
it Wednesday as over 2,000 people 
gathered to see the Canadian Pacific 
Holiday Train roll into Town. 

Complete with a rapping Santa and 
entertainment from big 
name acts Wide Mouth 
Mason and Lisa Brokop, 
it was a night to remem¬ 
ber. 

But it was also for a 
good cause. 

The event collected 
2,660 Lbs. of food for the 
Mountain View Food 
Bank.

New area

Hepps apply for new licence

Olds and area could be 
rocking to a new beat by 
next fall. 

Brian and Melanie Hepp, 
the voices behind Olds’ 
country music radio sta¬ 
tion, CKU 97.7 FM, have 
applied to start up a rock 
‘n’ roll station in town. 

Brian Hepp described it 
as a “real family rock sta¬ 
tion”, playing everything 
from Nickelback to the 
Guess Who to the Rolling 
Stones. He said the station 
will appeal to a broader 
audience and better serve 
the tastes of people in 
Olds. 

“People may go else¬ 
where to find the type of 
music they like so we’d 
just like to be able to fill 
that need locally as well.” 

Hepp said rock ‘n’ roll 
fans will get the music 
they love with a local feel. 

“If people want to listen 
to rock ‘n’ roll they can 
have that on another fre¬ 
quency and at the same 
time still have the local 
news, weather, sports, and 
still hear everything that’s 
going on in and around the 
area,” he said. 

The Hepps applied to 


the Canadian Radio-televi¬ 
sion and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission (CRTC) 
earlier this year Hepp said 
the CRTC should post the 
application on its Web site 
soon, asking for public 
comments. 

People can show their 
support by submitting a 
comment online, or writ¬ 
ing a letter for Hepp to 
send to the CRTC. 

“When it comes time for 
the hearing then they look 
at the support and the let¬ 
ters and things," he said. 

“The more the better, it 
really would be great.” 

Hepp said he hopes the 
CRTC will hear the appli¬ 
cation in the spring and 
make a decision before 
the fall. 

The Hepps started the 
CKU FM three years ago, 
and Brian said the new 
rock station will add ver¬ 
satility to listening choices 
in the area. 

“You could have the 
radio on at the office as 
well and still have a nice 
blend, but also have some 
classic rock mixed in 
there,” he said.

There is an immediate crisis in the liquor supply and 
distribution system in Alberta. The truth is that in the 
past several months, the big chain stores have cornered 
almost all of the liquor while most of the smaller city, 
town and rural stores have depleted liquor stocks which 
they cannot replace and are going broke in a big hurry. 

The entire distribution system has, for almost 13 
years, been in the hands of Connect Logistics - a private 
- for-profit company that was granted a monopoly for 
distribution for all of Alberta. There is no alternative 
supplier as in most other retail businesses. Connect 
Ixigistics was taken over last year by Exel - the parent 
company of DHL (formerly Loomis) and the distribution 
problems escalated immediately. Connect Logistics 
blames this whole mess on labour shortages and an 
increase in sales. Well we all have labour problems but 
we seem to solve them. And the Molsons and Labatts 
Beers from Brewers Distributors come week after week 
on time and in full. Connect also says that liquor sales 
are up but that is simply not true in most small stores 
that I know about. Our sales are down BIG TIME 
because of lack of stock. Shelves are bare. It is really 
STOCKPILING that is up. Who has cornered the bulk of 
the liquor? The big stores and their warehouses. 

Connect has a lopsided ordering and distribution sys¬ 
tem that basically does a terribly unjust and unequal job 
of distributing liquor. The liquor order week starts 
Fridays and all stores are allocated a specific order day. 
Big stores (many of whom get multiple order days) start 
ordering Friday, Saturday and Sunday. Smaller stores 
like mine have to wait until the following Tuesday, 
Wednesday or Thursday to order. There are NO limits on 
quantities ordered and no back orders. The majors buy 
up entire shipments which Connect has been warehous¬ 
ing for them at $19 per pallet per month. Cheap. As a 
result of a lack of space, Connect had a HUGE backlog 
of trailers and containers that sat for weeks and months 
unloaded. Our stores have gone for months without 
mqjor brands like Baileys, Smirnoff, Capt. Morgan, etc. 
simply because it is OUT OF STOCK by our “allocated" 
order day. If those brands are all gone by Wednesday, 
too bad try again next week. Wouldn't a real business¬ 
man make replacing those out of stocks his first priori¬ 
ty?? In addition, all LTO”S (usually $1 per bottle off) 
start on Fridays and nin 2 weeks but most of those cases

are bought up in the first few days by the majors. The 
small guys get the crumbs or none at all. When big, 
m^jor stores get pallets of Baileys, Smirnoff, Crown 
Royal etc. and we can't even get a single case, week 
after week after week, then something is really rotten in 
this distribution system. 

The big chains are prepared to invest a lot of money 
for a long time to “position themselves in the market". 
Their liquor stores are a short term write off against 
profits vs. cornering the liquor market for the entire 
province. Big stores are loaded to the hilt with liquor. 

The big stores actually have warehouses loaded right up 
with many products of which we been unable to get 
even a single case. They will actually sell us cases at 5- 
6% over wholesale markup. But why are we being forced 
to buy liquor to which we were (up until recently) enti¬ 
tled, from our competition. Isn’t the government 
through the Liquor Board responsible for supplying the 
entire province? 

The government as the AGLC (who should be govern¬ 
ing all of this) is woefully absent and lacking in policy 
changes and immediate concrete solutions. They plan to 
“reassess the situation in the New Year”, probably after 
Ed appoints a better minister to the portfolio. This esca¬ 
lated last summer and it’s now the Christmas season. 

The Liquor Board has failed the smaller retailer miser¬ 
ably by not taking concrete action to end this unequal, 
abusive, favoritism system months ago. The liquor board 
apart front "seriously monitoring the situation" and can¬ 
celing emergency orders, has yet to step in and impose 
some very basic rules to equalize distribution 
provincewide. Letting small stores order first, strictly

limiting basic quantities, and allowing back orders to 
have priority (as Ls done in most every other private 
business) would go a long way to returning retailers to 
the "level playing field" we were promised by the govern¬ 
ment at the start of privatization. People in authority 
have let this happen and must and should be held 
responsible and accountable. The ones we deal with 
won’t reply to our letters, call or emails with anything 
other than a standard “everything’s getting better" 
answer. By this time next year, most of us smaller retail 
ers will be bankrupt. People will be forced to go a long 
way to shop in the few remaining big chain stores. More 
people will have to drive a long way to a big store as 
opposed to walking to their neighbourhood outlet for 
liquor. Big Stores are not interested in all the small 
places where stores exist now. Continually getting less 
than half of our orders week after week after week is 
killing us and costing the government a huge loss of rev¬ 
enue as well. In just 6 months, the people in charge have 
almost ruined a solid business that took us and our loyal 
employees, 13 years to build. They should immediately 
regain control of the wholesale level or we will all be out 
of business in no time. That will be a sad day for the 
Alberta and the consumer.

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Lund loses 13-year cabinet seat 

Marz takes comfort in deputy speaker role

After 111 years in cabinet, 
Sundre-area MLA TV Lund 
is on the outside looking in 
Ibis week after Premier Ed 
Stelmach announced his 
new cabinet. 

Stelmach gave Innisfail- 
Sylvan Lake MLA Luke 
Ouellette Lund’s Depart¬ 
ment of Infrastructure and 


Transportation, and gave 
Lund no cabinet seat. 

Lund, who lias been 
Minister of Environment, 
Agriculture, Government 
Services, and most recent¬ 
ly, Infrastructure and 
Transportation, reacted 
angrily to the Premier’s 
decision to leave him out. 

“I’m very disappointed 
to be booted out, get a slap 
in the face and booted 


out,” Lund said Friday. 

“It looks to me like a 
Ralph Klein purge. I’m just 
so disappointed in the way 
the whole 
thing was 
handled, 
the way the 
whole 
thing 
unfolded. 1 
was not 

talked to. 

As a matter 
of fact, I 
had to 
phoneand 
find out if I 
needed to 
be there 

(Edmonton) today. 

“It’s so unprofessional 
that it is pathetic. It’s going 
to reflect very badly on the 
Conservative government. 
All of us who were sup¬ 
porting Ralph and worked 
for Ralph are no longer in 
the inner circle.” 

Lund - who threw his 
support behind failed PC 
leadership candidate Jim 
Dinning only days before 
the Dec. 2 vote - was 
named as one of 12 MLAs 
who will sit on the 
Treasury Board. 

Cabinet ministers make 
$129,000 a year, compared 
with $71,000 for MLAs. 

Lund says now that he’s 
out of government, resi¬ 
dents in his riding will no 
longer have the same pull 
with the government 
regarding major projects. 


“It will make a huge dif¬ 
ference in the riding,” he 
said. “For example, a lot of 
what we did at that school 


in Sundre (a $10 million 
modernization and a $1 
million remodelling) 
wouldn't have happened if 
I w asn’t a minister. I won’t 
have near the impact. In 
the British Parliamentary 
system, the cabinet is the 
government, not the MI As 
but the cabinet." 

Future plans for the rid¬ 
ing are now up in the air, 
he said. 

“I’m not in a position to 
move it forward,” he said. 

Asked if he is consider¬ 
ing resigning as MIA, Lund 
said, “No, unless the peo¬ 
ple in the constituency 
start to tell me that I 
should resign, I hadn’t real¬ 
ly contemplated that. I still 
want to see the 
Progressive Conservative 
government work. There is 
still so many good things 
that can happen in this 


try to make sure that it 
works, but I’m not 
impressed.” 

Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA 
Richard 
Marz, who is 
deputy 
speaker of 
the House, 
was not 

appointed to 
a cabinet 
position. 

“I didn’t 
expect to be 
going to 
cabinet," 
said Marz, 
who also 

backed Jim Dinning in the 
PC race. “I’m deputy 
speaker and I like that job. 
I’m still in the learning 
stages of it. I find it 
extremely interesting and I 
enjoy it. I would have had 
to give it a lot of thought to 
have given it up at this 
stage. It’s not my call 
(being named to cabinet) 
so I do the best I can do.” 

Marz applauded the 
appointment of George 
Groeneveld as Agriculture 
Minister. 

“George has been a 
farmer and rancher so he’s 
got experience in the field 
and I’m sure he will do his 
very best. He’s a good 
MIA. I have confidence in 
him," he said. 

Premier Stelmach, who 
reduced the number of 
cabinet positions from 24 
to 18, said, “I expect each 


from behind their 
desks,listening to what is 
truly important for their 
ministries. The people of 
this province told me they 
wanted more effective gov¬ 
ernment, not more of it. 

“This talented team of 
experienced and new 
members has strong repre¬ 
sentation from across the 
province. We'll be getting 
down to work immediately 
to ensure we deliver solid 
results in the areas that 
matter most to Albertans.” 

The opposition Liberals 
said the new Stelmach cab¬ 
inet appears to be more 
about rewarding the MLAs 
who backed him in his 
leadership quest than con¬ 
ducting good government. 

“Everyone of the seven 
MLAs who initially backed 
Stelmach’s leadership run, 
including five with no cab¬ 
inet experience and none 
with a connection to 
Alberta’s larger cities, 
were given plum appoint¬ 
ments,” said Liberal leader 
Kevin Taft. “In other 
words, political perks beat 
out legislative perform¬ 
ance.” 

The new cabinet has 
only two women and no 
visible minorities, some¬ 
thing Taft calls wholly 
unacceptable. 

“It’s also disappointing 
that this cabinet is not 
truly representative of 
Alberta or Albertans, 
despite the Premier’s 
promise to represent

Youth basketball clinic comes to area

The shooting c oach for the University of 
Calgary Dinos will be making a stop at 
Olds College in the new 
year, helping area student 
athletes gain more confi¬ 
dence in their shooting 
techniques on the hard¬ 
wood. 

Dave Love will be in 
town to impart some of the 
knowledge he’s gained 
over the past six years 
working with highschool 
and college athletes. He’ll 
be teaching a technique he 
learned from Chip 
Engelland, shooting coach 
to the San Antonio Spurs of 
the NBA.
